The Irish Fusiliers and Dublins 
fought shoulder to shoulder in an epic 
combat. 

This. conflict raged for three weeks, 
and, after an interval of ten days, was re- 
sumed on May the 24th. The poison gas 
came again, “drifting down wind in a 
solid k some three miles in length and 
forty feet in depth, bleaching the grass, 


| blighting the trees and leaving a broad 


scar of destruction behind it.” The gas 
was accompanied by artillery fire, well 
registered. “At about 2.45 a.m. the 
Colone] and I were standing outside our 
dug-out,’’ writes Captain Leahy—the only 
officer to. march out on this occasion with 
the survivors—“ when we saw a red light 
thrown up in the German lines to the 
north-west of the farm.....A few 
seconds later a dull roar was heard—more 
like an explosion, certainly not a shell—. 
and we saw the gas coming on either side 
of Shell Tray Farm. The Colonel shouted, 
‘Get your respirators, boys; here comes 
the gas!” ' A few hours later Colonel Love- 
band fell dead, shot through the heart. We 
see him photographed at the Grouse Butt, 
the Battalion H.O., on May 23rd, two 
days earlier—an incisive, fearless figure, 
the stuff to lead Irish troops. It was in 
this battle that Basil Maclear met his 
end at the head of a bombing party. At 
9 p.m. the retirement was ordered, when 
but one. officer and 20 other ranks re- 
turned of 17 officers and 661 others who 
had stood to arms on that morning. 
This narrative is prosaic when compared 
with the story of Gallipoli, perhaps, 
because here the prove of Mr. Masefield 
is absent.

A year later, 
at the second Somme attack, we find the 
Dublins, after forty days in the trenches, 
ordered over the top on the 21st March. 
Major Wheeler was then in command, 
with Captain Byrne second, Captain Stitt 
adjutant, Major Burke quartermaster, 
and Father Casey chaplain. Théy 
numbered 23 officers and 643 other ranks 
and struck, with the 7th Army Corps, 
between Epéhy and Ronssy.

THE NEW TURKEY. | 
Miss Ellison writes an interesting book 
from the Turkish standpoint. Before the 
downfall -of Mr, Lloyd George war 
between the Allies and Turkey seemed to 
be. inevitable, and she selected that 
moment for a visit. She braved the lines 
|of bayonets surrounding Angora in order 
to proceed to the headquarters of the} 
Nationalist movement. ormerly Great. 
Britain was the country of all countries 
that counted in Turkey. To be a gentle- 
man—they used the Emglish word—-was 
| the highest ambition of the Tyrk. British 
stuffs were chosen in preference, not 
because they were finer or of greater value, 
but simply because they were British. 
Now all that is changed. Miss Ellison re- 
counts that the police officer. solemnly 
inquired if she was sure she was not 
American. “ Perfectly sure,” she rfeplied. 
“How then,” said he, “has that im- 
possibility—an Englishwoman in Angora 
—become possible?’ ‘ Your Government,”’ 
she answered, “has. made it possible. 
As you have no one else here from my 
country, I have given myself this mission. 
_».-v An old friénd of the Turks, a 
woman who loves her own country! Can 
she not do something for that peace which 
is a supreme necessity to both? That is 
why I am here.” Her point of view is 
sufficiently obvious, and we can quite 
understand why she takes pains to tell us 
that the Turks were in a mood, avhen the 
war was over, to take anything at our 
hands save the Greeks at Smyrna. 

In this book we have frank descriptions 
of the life of Angora from within—the 
Assembly, the lack of distractions at 
Angora itself, the Armenian colony, the 
Greeks, and the st of the hard work 
and the devotign.ot. whole population 
to the national cause. The book is written 
entirely from the point of view of the 
Turk, and constitutes a powerful apologia 
on his behalf. Miss Ellison has much to. 
gay about Kemal Pasha. We learn that 
Kemal is not properly a rebel at all. 
He simply defended his country and de- 
posed the vassal Sultan. It is an old 
point of view.; for, of course, treason never 
succeeds. Kemal Pasha rules. direct! 
from the Koran. He possesses strengt 
to set aside the heresies, of the Byzan- 
tines that have been grafted on Turkish 
government. It is nonsense to say that 
the Koran has been found unfitted for 
the requirements of the twentieth century. 
Still, we should have thought that some 
of its obiter dicta on women to8k some 
explaining away. In spite of the Koran 
we are informed that Kemal Pasha holds 
that “the women have done their part in 
saving the country; they must have their 
share in’ governing it.” Women, then, 
are to be allowed to share in public life; 
but alcohol remains among the things 
which are not allowed. 

The more we read this book, the more 
we are impresséd: by the personality of 
Kemal Pasha. Miss Ellison was able to 
look after the son of a Turkish lady 
writer during his studies in Paris. His 
father, one of the leading Governors 
under the last administration, had eam 
up all to. follow Kemal Pasha. “ When 
I asked the boy whether they had any 
hope of success, he just flashed out:

LICENSING STOCK BULLS.

A MUCH-NEEDED REFORM. 


li is to be regretted that legislation for 
the licensing of stock bulls in the Saorstat 
was not passed sufficiently early to come into 
operation at the same time as a similar 
measure in Northern Ireland.’ In the. six 
County area all bulls to be used for breeding 
purposes next year must be passed as fit by 
an imspector before receiving a licence from 
the Ministry of Agriculture. In the rest 
of the country a bull of any description may 
be used until such time as the recommenda- 
lions. of. the Commission on Agriculture 
become 
COMMISSIONERS’ RECOMMENDATIONS, 

Briefly, these are that immediate sieps 

thould be taken to institute a system for the 
licensing of bulls. hey recommend that 
after a certain date it shall be made a penal 
offence for any person to own or possess a 
bull over an age to be prescribed without a 
licence obtained from the Ministry of Agri- 
culture, The licence will be granted on the 
recommendation of an inspector. The Com. 
mussioneys feel that the administration cf the 
scheme should, as far as-possible. be carried 
out by the County Councils of County Com- 
mittees of Agriculture. 
_ In conclusion, the Commissioners write that, 
in spite of the urgency of the evil created by 
the widespread distribution’ of scrub bulls. 
the recommendations made could not be put 
into, Immediate effect without inflicting rome 
injustice on the \farming community. . They, 
therefore, recommend that . the’ a 
scheme should ‘not become operative until 
twelve months after the passage of the legis- 
lation necessary to institute it. 

The proposal is not a new one. It was 
made time and again at meetings of the Coun- 
cil of Agriculture, but somehow or other 
never reached the stage of practical politics 
until now. A measure with the same end in 
view was passed by the Northern Parliament 
nearly a year ago. and will come into force 
on Ist January. It would be a boon, indeed. 
if the stockbreeders of Southern Ireland had 
similar legislation also coming into operation 
next year. 

BILL IN HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

It is interesting to note that, as far back 
as June, 1905, Mr. Joseph O’Connor, of 
Mylerstown, Naas, urged that to bring about 
an improvement in Irish cattle. all bulls 
throughout Ireland should be registered and 
licensed. In 1917, through the persistent 
efforts of Mr. O'Connor and Mr. William 
Field, who brought the matter before ths 
Council of Agriculture every year, a bill was 
drafted by the Department: of Agriculture 
and was introduced into the British House 
of Commons by the late Mr. T. W. Russel],

everywhere. The position of | 
his capacity of borrower is not well under- 
stood, either in the towns in which he is a 
creditor or, st though it may seem, even 
by himself. Credit is assumed to be an in- 
dispensable element. in modern business for 
urban concerns, but when rural credit is being 
considered it is too often assumed that lending 
is a mere matter of personal accommodation, 
and that a system ac amongst towns- 
men as inherent in trading and industry is 
dangerous, if not’ noxious, when applied to 
the trade and industry of farming. 


Seasonal Loans. 


. There aré, of course, reasons for this. 
One is that urban credit is usually needed for 
a transaction which, if not comp almost 
immediately, is brief when compared with the 
results of farming operations. The farmer 
needs seasonal loans, and this condition of 
rural credit is imperfectly understood by 
townsmen. Hitherto the banks, accustomed 
to town credits, have not fully adjusted their 
time standards to rural needs. This is partly 
dus to a defect in the farmers’ habit of mind— 
a habit natural in men who measure time 
rather by seasons than by calendar montha. 
The farmer is, we believe, “a better pay ” 
in the long run than most other classes in 
the community; but he is a “Slow pay.” 

“‘yun’’ is often too long, but under the 
best conditions it is necessarily longer than 
bankers desire. ; 


Borrowing to Save. 


There is another disadvantage from which 
the farmer as borrower suffers, and which it 
is largely within his own power to re- 
move: he fails too often to dis- 
tinguish between borrowing to spend and 
borrowing to save. Thé latter phrase is not 
the contradiction that it sounds. We are 
not thinking of the borrower who takes more 
money out of the bank than his pu re- 
quire (and at comparatively high interest), be- 
cause “it is handy to feel you have money 
+ by ’’—as a farmer. once explained to a 

lend of the writer. By borrowing to save 
we mean borrowing for the purposes of one’s 
business; to increase one’s etock, to seed or 


business- investment or to effect an economy. 
It was for such pur that the pioneers 
of cb-operative credit on the Continent— 
Raiffeisen and Schulsé Delitsch in Germany, 
Luzzatti and Wollemborg in Italy—set going 
those systems of agricultural and urban credit 
that did so much to root the small farmer 
in the soil and save him and the town 
artisan from the usurer. We have these 
agricultural benks in Ireland also. 
started by the LA.OS., and the recom- 
mendation of fhe Commission on Agriculture 
that we should have more of them will, no 
doubt, receive the careful consideration of 
those concerned for progressive modern farm- 
ing in this country. 


Defects of Rural Credit, 


These two defects in rural credit, the feflure 
to limit, borrowing to his business necessitates 
and. a certain obliquity as to the passage of 
time, which brings him into serious arrears 
in his payments, are responsible for some of 
the farmer’s troubles. They keep him “ in the 
shopkeeper’s books,' when it is neither to the 
advantage of the shop nor of the farm that he 
should be there. 
bring him into court. We have had less of 
this whilst the courts had ceased to function, 
but with the establishment of the new ‘judi- 
clary we fear this branch of litigation is 
bound to increase. If farmers, who realise 
that debt must be paid sometime, and 
intend to pay,. would accept in the 
setting up of the new Courts an incentive to 
repayment, they would do themselves, their 
creditors and the country a great service, 

Tf, as we tliink we have shown, the credit 
habit is injurious, except when applied to 
business purposes, it remains true that agri- 
eulture needs credit, at least as much as’ other 
industries. For short term credits it may be 
met by the application of co-operative 
principlés, but the large farmer who needs 
it for irrigation.or fencing, or the extension 
ef his farm buildings, is not likely to obtain 
the larger sums and longer terms of repay- 
ment needed without recourse either to a 
fovernment Department or a joint stock 
-hank. In recommending a judicious mixture 
of “both, the Commission propose an interest- 
mg. compromise, and we shall be glad to 
know what bankers, farmers and the public 
think of it. 


Economic Loans. 


One principle, we think, can safely be 
invoked on behalf of economic loans to 
farmers, whether on short or long terms. 
Loans to farmers, like loans to all 
industrialists, must be measured by the good- 
ness of the security offered, and the security 
must largely measured by the purpose of 
the loan, as well as by the character of the 
borrower. But in so as the security is 
the land and the ger sm its development, ‘a 
loan só advanced is almost in the nature of a 
loan to the nation. If too much credit may 
prove injurious not only to the leader but to 
the borrower, too little means a crippling ot 
enterprise. We need more enterprise in Irish 
farming; and we hope the policy of the 
Government will, within reason, encourage it.

The premises and plant of the Dublin 
Dockyard Company have been sold as a 
going concern to: Messrs. Vickers (Ireland), 
Limifed. The satisfaction with which this. 
news was heard by the Dublin Port and 
Docks Board yesterday will be shared by 
all citizens of the Free State. While 


“Messrs. Vickers announce to-day that the 


negotiations are not yet complete, we may 
hope and believe that the terms of the 
notice to the Port and Docks Board put 
the transaction beyond the reach of doubt. 
Before the Dockyard Company was killed 
by the folly of Irish Labour it proved 
that the Liffey could be made an important 
centre of the ship-buillling and ship- 
repairing industry, If the new company 
gets a fair chance, the progress and 
prosperity of the Dublin industry ought to 
be assured. It has been formed under the 
mgis of the great firm of Vickers, which 
has a capital of twenty-six million pounds 
and operates on a vast scale in every part 
of the world. Four members of the parent 
company are directors of Vickers (Ireland), 
Limited, which, we may presume, will be 
able to command very large resources of 
skill, energy and material. Its success will 
react upon al] branches of local industry 
and commerce and its benefactiong to 
Dublin will be benefactions to the State. 
The outlook is qualified, however, with a 
whole series of “ifs.” Our first feeling 
to-day must be = feeling of admiration for 
the courage of the Englishmen and the 
optimism of the Irishmen who are em- 
barking upon this important venture. 
It is an act of faith, made under 
the most discouraging circumstances, in 
the ultimate sanity of Irish Labour. 
The Dublin Dockyard Company perished 
as a result of Labour's revolt against 
economic facts. We must assume that 
the new company believes that the revolt 
will not be revived and that Labour 
will unite with Capital to secure for itself 
a share of the benefits of increased 
national prosperity and for its partner a 
fair reward for very uncommon enterprise. 
We hope most earnestly that the belief 
will be justified. 

Messrs. Vickers (Ireland), Limited, are 
not likely to re-open the Dublin ship- 
yards until some kind of industrial 
peace has been established in the Free 
State. Here, then, is a new argument for 
an early settlement of the dockers’ dispute 
and of all the other disputes which are 
now raging in the country, It is only one 
of a thousand arguments, every one of 
which becomes more urgent with every 


as: new day. The destruction done by our

In the meanwhile the Italian troops 
have evacuated Corfu “according to 
plan,” and scenes of wild enthusiasm 
attended the return of the Greek Governor 
yesterday. We hope that the whole un- 
happy business is now closed. The 
British people have been reproached 
bitterly on the Continent for their atti- 
tude of disapproval towards Signor 
Mussolini's methods, and many Italians 
who are friends of Britain quite honestly 
fail to understand her point of view. 
No love for the Greeks prompted the 
protests of the British people and 
the British Press against the occupation 
of Corfu by the Italians. Every decent 
Briton recognises the debt which the 
Allies owe to Italy for her bravery during 
the war, and the sympathies of the in- 
habitants of these islands have been with 
her ever since the first days of her 
Risorgimento. The seizure of Uorfu, how- 
ever, challenged a great principle, in the 
defence ‘of ‘which Britain was bound to 
protest. The whole fabric of peace—for 
what it is worth—has been built up on 
the basis of the League of Nations. 
If the League is defied by the- Allies, 
obviously they cannot expect Germany, 
or any of the other States which were 
arrayed in war against them, to re- 
spect its decisions; and if Signor 
Mussolini is allowed to take the law into 
his own hands, who can blame Herr 
Hittler or some other German firebrand 
for following suit? Whatever the other 
nations may do, Britain, at any rate, 
must uphold the principles for which she 
went to war in 1914. Might is not right; 
and when two nations come into conflict 
the possession of superior military or 
naval forces ought not to be the determin- 
ing factor in the dispute. This principle 
is the essence of the League of Nations, 


A Spanish Swindle. 


One of the gratifying results of thé 
reform movement in Spain is the reported 
arrest of the famous “ Spanish Prisoner ”’ 
gang of international swindlers, The gang 
employed a large staff of secretaries and 
typists and occupied palatial offices, with 
a modern filing system. It greased the 
wheels upon which it ran by the compara- 
tively simple ‘method of bringing in as 
partners such police, postal and other 
officials as were in a position to make 
themselves a nuisance. When that was 
done there was no need for further con- 
cealment, and the Spanish prisoner 
swindle became as much a State: institu- 
tion as the Madrid lottery.

This 
sort of thing may be only the speech of a 
pot-valiant soldier, but that it siwuld be 
made so openly indicates that there is 
support for the movement.

The Rahr. 


Much will depend upon the attitude of 
the Ruhr population with regard to the 
withdrawal of Berlin support from the 
policy of resistance. Complete obedience 
to French instructions is not to be ex- 
pected, and the Paris Cabinet will find it 
necessary to adopt a waiting attitude for 
a little while before committing itself to 
an agreement for the return of the de- 
portees. The deported railwaymen have 
no love for the present administrators of 
the Ruhr, but the surrender of Dr. 
Stresemann has embittered them against 
the German Government, and their atti- 
tude in the immediate future is not easy 
to foresee.

DUNDALK ENTERPRISE. 


ELECTRICITY STATION 
ENLARGED. 
So 


” The formal opening of the recent extensions 
at the. Dundalk Urban District, Council Elec- 
tricity Department took place at noon yester- 
day in presence of a number of visitors from 
Dublin, Belfast, and other centres. The addi- 
tion to the power house is a new generating 
set, consisting of a 500 horse-power Vickers- 
Petter crude oil engine, direct coupled to a 
340 k.w. Metropolitan-Vickers dynamo, a fine 
specimen of workmanship, which is said to be 
the largest semi-Diesel crude oil engine in Ire- 


nd, | 
The public supply of electricity in Dundaik 
was first inaugurated in June, 1912, at a 
capital expenditure of £25,000. At the outset 
about 300 lamps were erected, additional 
lamps being provided from time to time, so 
that at present there are 415 in use. . The 
undertaking of the Urban Council in 1914, 
entered into with the Great Northern Railway 
Company, to supply the whole of that com- 
any's locomotive works with electricity for a 
period of fifteen years, necessitated extensions 
of the power station buildings and plant, in- 
volving an extra capital outlay of £21,000. 
Owing to delays causéd by the war it was only 
late in 1916 that the second new generating 
set was erected, the supply proper to the rail- 
way works being also commenced in that year. 

In May, 1925, it was decided to make 
further extensions, which the growing demand 
had rendered imperative, and new plant was 
installed in the engine room, provision being 
made for even further extension of plant with- 
out any additional wager) The total capital 
outlay amounted to £14,000. The complete 
plant at the generating station now comprises 
six oil engines, having a total output of 1,600 
b:h.p., to a combined dynamo output of 1,080 
k.w., and it is stated that the station is one 
of the largest, if not the largest, of the kind 
exclusively operated on liquid fuel, in either 
Great Britain or Ireland. 
The recent extensions, and also the exten- 
sions of 1915, were carried out to the plans 
and specifications prepared by the engineer 
and manager of the electricity ‘undertaking, 
Iding, who also supervised 
all details of the erection. of the plant. Mr. J. ¥. 
McGahon, a local architect, was heap ct 
for the building extensions on each occasion. 
The yh ov: , now had nearly £70,000 
expended upon it. It’ is claimed that’ tie 
output per capita at Dundalk is by far the 
largest of any city or town in Ireland. 
The new engine was set in motion yesterday 
at the formal opening of the extensions by Mr. 
Felix McGee, Chairman of the local Elec- 
tricity Committee.

Subsequently the invited guests were enter- 
tained to luncheon by the Urban Counc)’ mh 
the adjoining Technical School Buildings. 
Mr. Peter Hughes, Chairman of the Urban 
District Council, who presided, welcomed the 
guests, whose health he proposed, and said 
that he was glad to see there the Liffey 
shaking hands with the Lagan. 
The Most Rev. Dr. O'Donnell, Bishop of 
Attalia, in responding to the toast of “ Our 
Guests,’’ said that one liked to see such signs 
of progress at a time of trouble which w3s 
causing paralysis of trade and commerce 
throughout the country. Referring to the 
energy that lay idle in Ireland and awaited 
harnessing for industrial purposes in the Irish 
rivers, he said that he hoped that in schemes 
of future development. they would be able to 
spare the beauties of the Shannon. and the 
rne; but, he added, the population and its 
needs must take first place. 
Mr. W. Raul, Chairman of the Dublin 
Corporation Electricity Committee, said that 
they were told that a new department was 
going to be set up in the Free State in con- 
nection with the development of electricity, 
and they had asked that. the. Electricity 
Supply Association of Ireland should be ac- 
cepted as the guide to the Government until 
this department had been established. That 
request had not been received in the way that 
it ought to have been received. '' We sug- 
gest,”’ he said, “that the sum of £1,000,000 per 
annum should be earmarked at once for elec- 
trical development and industrial purposes.”’ 
He believed that the development of Ireland 
was going to be terrific, and they ought to be 
prepared for it. 
| NORTH AND SOUTH. 
Mr. O. Jamison, Chairman of the Belfast 
Corporation. Electricity Committee, said that 
he thought that Irishmen’ were coming to the 


great industrial nation. Cheap electrical 
power was one of the things that would 
enable them to compete with other nations. 
There must be a better understanding be- 
tween employer and employé, and both must 
take a national view of the question. What 
they wanted in Ireland was about twenty 
years’ freedom. from politics—(laughter)—and 
a period of tranquillity to settle down. He 
thought he might say that the entire people 
of that part of the country from which he 
came were longing for the day when North 
and South would be united, and when that 
thin line of veneer which divided them weuld 
be broken down. Unity could be brought 
about only by a better understanding between 
both ples. (Applause,) 

Alderman 8. Murphy (Drogheda) and Mr. 
W. Govan, representing Sir Samuel Kelly, 
K.B.E., also responded. 

Colonel F. A. C. Leigh, of the Electrical 
Department of the London Midland and 
Scottish Railway Company, in proposing the 
toast of the Electricity Supply. Association: of 
Ireland, complimented the Urban Council on 
its enterprise. 

” r. W. Hewat, Chairman of the Associa- 
ion, who responded, said that the enterprise 
of Dundalk was an inspiration to them all. 
Electricity could be developed better in bulk 
than in small scattered stations, and the 
Electricity Supply Association of Ireland 
aimed at the stabilising of the industry and 
centralising it as far as possible. 

Sir T. Callan Macardle, who proposed the 
toast of “Dundalk and the Municipal Elec- 
tricity Undertaking,’’ said that Dundalk was the 
best lighted provincial town in Ireland,and when 
they got rid of the wretched boundary line, 
which was the greatest nuisance and curse 
ever known to people engaged in business, 
there would be every prospect of. Dundalk 
becoming a very prosperous and thriving 
town. (Applause.)

Damage to the extent of £10,000 resulted 
from a fire on the premises of the Savoy 
Manufacturing Co., South William street, 
Dublin, about 5 o’clock yesterday morning.
